started.

estimates that over $104),OOO of 
this increase is from broomcorn 
sales alone, and 
much 
of

broomcorn money is still out, to 
say nothing of the considerable 
am ounts going to other banks. 
With broomcorn shipm ents w ith­ 
in about five cars of being com­ 
pletely shipped out, the total ship­ 
ments this week reached 82 cars. 
a cording to SP A g e n t Johnson. 
One carload of maize was shipped

Milo prices started fairly low at

Hondo almost took an enorm ­ 
ous stride in the right direction 
but held back at the last minute 
last week when the Commissioners 
C ourt heard a request presented 
by S heiiff Jack D u s t m a n g ra n t­ 
ing leave of 45 minutes per day 
for five days a week ot Deputy 
Charles H itzfelder’s time during 
the school term for teaching HHS 
students a course in traffic laws 
and driving. 
For this purpose, one of the 
local auto companies would pro­ 
vide a car built specially for dual 
instruction to be used 
in 
the 
classes, and the deputy would do­ 
nate his time free of charge so 
there would be absolutely no ex­ 
pense involved. 
The project would have been 
a fitting climax to the 12 week 
Anvil Herald drive for 
tra il:
